14."The members of 
the democratic club tonight commemo- 
rated the birthday of Thomas Jefferson 
With a reception at the club house. It 


was looked upon among the democrats 
cf the city and state as a harmony meet- 
ing. 

David B. Hill, who had not visited 
the club for a number cf years, was the 
chief orator of the evening, and in his 
speech he called upon democrats to unite 
in harmony. Perry Belmont, whose dif- 
ferences with Mr. Bryau and Mr. Croker 
have kept him away from the club for 
three years, was also there. 

Lewis Nixon, the new leader of Tam- 
many Hall, introduced Mr. Hill, who 
Spoke as follows:

‘Poration. ~~ 

“Jefferson's teachings might suggest a 
limitation upon the amount of dividends 
which could be lawfully declared or upon 
the profits which could be legally .¢c- 
cumulated by these tremendous business 

. Organizations. Or he might demand that 
the government, in justice to its over- 
burdened taxpayers, should witharaw its 
tariitf favors trom the ‘infant industries’ 
represented by these institutions, whose 
Projectors are already rolling in wealth 
ana are astonishing the world by the mu- 
nificence of their private beneractigons. 

“We may well believe that Jerferson, 

who was equal to every emergency in 
_ the early history of our country, would, 
if he were in power, find some approu- 
priate and adequate remedy to curb tiie 
rapacity and restrict the dangerous 
power of these gigantic combinations.’’ 


Colonial Extension. 


On the subject of colonial extension 
Mr. Hill saia: 

“It is safe to believe that Jeffersun 

would never have tavored an expansivn 
of our jurisdiction which did noc carry 
with it tne provisions of our constitution, 
to which he so devotedly attachea 
and which. he defended so vigorvusly 
with his voice and pen. He would un- 
questionably have viewed with abho-- 
rence the establishment of a permanent 
American colonial system, whether con- 
tained under military rule or civil author- 
ity appointed by the central government 
at Washington. His theory was unques- 
tionably the democratic doctrine of to- 
Gay—that this government has no more 
@uthority to create a permanent colonial 
System than it has the right to create 
@ king. 
‘Jefferson, as the friend of ponular 
rights, favored a provision in the federal 
constitution for the election of United 
States senators by the people of the re- 
spective states, but temporarily yielded 
tis views rather than imperil the adop- 
tion of that instrument. 

“Jefferson believed in honest men, tn 
honest methods and in honest govern- 
ment. He would have uprooted corrup- 
tion had it existed in either nation, state 
or municipality. 

“These considerations naturally lead to 
the suggestion that it is peculiarly our 
Guty, as it should be our pleasure, at the 
present time to invite democrats of char- 
acter, standing and influence to idenrtife 
themselves with orsanized movements 
for party success, for the promotion of 
the true principles of Jeffersonian de- 
mccracy and the elevation of the stand- 
erds of our public service. 

“Why should we divide over the ques- 
ticnable utterances of modern party plat- 
fcrms, largely designed to meet tempo- 
tery emergencies which soon pars away, 
when we are ali united upcn the rock 
bottom and fundamental doetrines of 
cur faith, intended tc last as long as 
our iy eh itself shal] endure? 

“Why shculd there be factional quar- 
tels over details when we are all united 
tpon essentials? 

“It Is the part wisdom of the democ- 
racy to push to the front the issues upon 
which there is substantial unanimity, and 
ignore those in regard to which there 
are such serious and honest differences 
of opinion as must be fatal to practicii

AS THEY SLEPT 


Unnatural Husband Uses 
Plow Point on His Wife and 
Three Daughters, 


GIRLS LOOKED SO INNOCENT 
HEART FAILED AT FIRST 


But He Finally Nerved Himself and 
Performed the Bloody Deed. 
Murderer Is in Jail and 
Expresses No Regret 
at Awful Crime. 


Sallisaw, Ind. T., April 14.—A white man 
named Dudley living near Stillwell killed 
his ten-year-old daughter, fatally wound- 
ed two other children and seriously in- 
jured his wife. Dudley has been brought 
here to prevent his being lynched. 

In jail Dudley confessed. He said he 
had been talking to his family about 
his neighbors and fearing that they woud 
repeat his statements and cause trouble, 
he determined to kill all four. He said 
on Thursday night he took an ax and 
went to the bed of his children. They 
were asleep and looked so innocent that 
his heart failed him. The next day, 
however, he carried out hig desire, first 
braining his ten-year-old daughter with 
a plow point, then attacking his two 
other younger children and finally the 
wife. After he committed the deed he 
went to .the house of his father, where 
he was arrested. 

Excitemeht was intense and a lynching 
was imminent at St“lwell before the of- 
ficers could get Dudley out of town. At 
Sallisaw, when Dudley was told that 
only this oldest daughter was dead, he 
broke down and cried, and said his only 
regret was that he had not dispatched 
all of the family. Mrs. Dudley probably 
will recover, but the two children can- 
not live. 
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among ourselves Let our faces now be 
toward the common: enemy.

|GEORGIA GRIGGS PLEADS 


FOR UNITED DEMOCRACY 


Mr. Griggs spoke in part as follows: 

“lI thank you for the opportunity of 
saying a word to the democrats of the 
great state of New York in such distin- 
guished company. The officer in com- 
mand of an army about to engage the 
enemy should not be a talker, out a 
Boer. 

‘| have never agreed with that sardonic 
declaration that ‘speech was given tor 
the purpose of concealing thought.’ I 
speak without, in some degree, giving 
expression to whatever thought was at 
the time uppermost in my mind—just 
now that thwpught is our party organi- 
zation. . 

“Lack of discipline has many times 
been the undoing of the democratic party. 
I fully realize that in order to be a 
demociat we must first know the truth, 
and high autnority declares ‘the truth 
shall make you free;’ but freedom that 
amounts to disorder and confusion is 
not the freedom based on truth or which 
wins battles, political or otherwise. Every 
lawyer knows the distinction between 
liberty and _ license. The one begins. 
where the other ends. It is important 
for democrats to learn the difference be- 
tween that liberty which geog y organiza- 
tion of free men and leads up to harmoni- 
ous and unjted action in the contest be- 
tween truth and error, ard that license 
of thought, and action which leads al- 
ways to disruption and defeat. 

“Every male citizen of the United 
States is free to enter the army or not, 
as he chooses. Until he volunteers, he 
is absolutely free. But when he of- 
fers himself to his country, is accepted 
and enlists, he becomes a cog in a great 
machine and must submit to the regula- 
tions which control and the officers who 
direct it. Heis nevertheless a free man. 
He has given nimself freely to his coun- 
try in pursuit of a great purpose, and, 
for the sake of success, he has tempora- 
rily yielded up some of his ‘ndividual 
rights and opinions. We are all volun- 
teers in politics. We are all tree to go 
whithersoever our inclinations, our opin- 
ions or our principles may call us. W)n 
we shall have decided on our course, how- 
ever, when we shall have volunteered, 
then, for the accomplishment of our pur- 
pose, we must lay aside, at least tem- 
porarily, such opinions as may not be in 
full accord with the opinions of the con- 
trolling majority; or we cannot hope for 
success. 


Democrats Must Get Together. 


“The democratic Party has never lost 
an election when united. We must get 
together this year. I promise that all 
democrats shall be made to feel wel- 
come. In our father’s hcuse, sc long as 
I may be housekeeper, every democrat 
shall be equal of all, from whatever 
qua-ter he may come and withcut regard 
to previous opinions. If we shall stand 
together as we ought to do we shall 
this fall send a democratic governor to 
Albany, and a democratic house of repre- 
sentatives to Washington. Either will 
be a happy augury cf democratic success 
in 1904. This greatly to be desired re- 
sult cannot be accomplished without many 
sacrifices and much hard work. Those 
of us who are charged with the respon- 
sibility ,of conducting this campaign 
pledge the party faithful service, and in 
return we beg of democrats everywhere 
to hold up our hands. 

“If we would rout the forces of imperital- 
ism, of corruption end of ureaual taxa- 
tion: if we would dethrone the trusts and 
reenthrone the people: if we would he re 
Heved of unjust tariff exctions: if we 
would destroy the tyranny of a congress 
which, in its determinaticn to leeislate 
for our insular possessions regardless of 
the constitution, is a most formidable 
menace to free institutions at home: if 
we would restore a ‘rigorcusly frugal 
and simple’ administration cf government. 
a truly Jeffersonian administration, the 
democratic party must be placed again 
in power. If we would succeed, we must 
organize. I cry to you. as from the 
house tops. we must Organize for a fight 
all along the line; we must labor with- 
out ceasing. We must watch and work 
as well as pray. Then, on the 4th . day 
of next November the sun will look down 
on a happy and triumphant democracy. 
During the two years to follow we shall 
drive home the great truth—‘Rights of 
property are best protected when human 
rights are most respected.’ Then, gird- 
ing our loins for the great battle of 1906, 
supported by_the grand old democratic 
war cry of ‘Equal rights to all, special 
privileges to nore!’ we shall march in 
solid columns to the polls from the north.

“ELLEN N” IS IN THE TOILS 
AND ALL WALL STREET SAYS 
MORGAN WILL FIX HER FATE 
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“WHOSE LITTLE CIRL AM 1?” 
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Gates and Belmont Submit Matter to.Mergan and-This Means That “Ellen N” 
Will Be Wedded to the Southern Railway--Original Purchase of the 
“Ellen N” Was a Speculative Deal. 


EW YORK, April 14.—(Special.)—A 
N merger between the Louisville and 

Nashville and the Southern interests 
is still the all but admitted thing here. 
Rumors of many alliances and mergers, 
coupled with the most sensational ad- 
vances yet experienced in Louisville 


stock, centered the attention of the whole 
street all day. Out of it all comes the 
persistent facts pointing to a merger of 
these two big southern systems. 

On the best authority the street can 
give, I have it that the J. P. Morgé@n 
company will settle the big fight for con- 
trol of the Louisville and Nashville road. 
According fo this authority, John W. 
Gates and August Belmont agreed today 
to let Morgan settle the matter. The 
settlement can be in only one way, and 
that is by merger with the Southern rail- 
way. 

Bohn W. Gates was in conference with 
the members of the J. P. Morgan firm 
several times today, and August Bel- 
mont was reported to have held confer- 
ences with his friends. 

Samuel Spencer, president of the South- 
ern railway, was also in conference with 
Charles Steele and George W. Perkins, 
of Morgan & Co., presumably on the 
question of the Southern railway taking 
over the Louisville and Nashville. 

Mr. Spencer was seen at his office to- 
ward the close of the day by your cor- 
respondent, but would not commit him- 
self other than to say he was satisfied 
at the way matters were moving. When 
asked if a merger was anticipated, he 
replied. 

“I cannot say now. Everything. will 
come out presently.’”’ 

Neither Mr. Perkins nor Mr. Gates 
would be interviewed, and, as far as they 
are concerned, no additional light is 
thrown on the question. 

How the Situation Stands. 

The end of the day’s operations sums 

the case up in this wise:

The Louisville and Nashville has in its 
treasury the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis road, one of the best railroads 
in the south, and about $7,000,000 cash. It 
has bid $160 a share for the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, and the directors of the 
latter now control the Evansville and 
Terra Haute. The combination makes 
a complete system from Chicago to New 
Orleans. 

The Monon road has been steadily ad- 
vancing the past year in market price, 
and its control is understood to have 
changed hands from General Thomas to 
the Morgan interests, now in control of 
the Southern railway. The Monon has 
the same entry into Chicago as has the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois. The South- 
ern railway, the Monon and Louisville and 
Nashville are moving sympathetically in 
the stock market. One of the best-posted 
railroad men in the country says that the 
plan is to combine all these north and 
south roads, thereby elimineting all rate 
dissensions from that field. me Dae 

If the Louisville and Nashville makes 
the combination it is planning, and then 
combines with the Southern railway, the 
entire railroad combination north and 
south from the lakes to the gulf is fixed 
as securely as in the present east and 
west combination between the lakes and 
the seaboard. .

Morgan Interests Dominant. 

As I said in my last report, Morgan in- 
terests are still the dominant faction. 
There is a close understanding between 
Moore ‘Bros., who control Rock Island 
Stock, John W. Gates, who controls the 
majority of the Louisville and Nashville 
stock, an@ the Morgan firm. All interests 
have been heavy buyers and it is now up 
to them as to the disposition of the road. 
No doubt is expressed but that a bond 
of sympathy has lately, through Louls- 
ville and Nashville manipulations, been 
created between the Southern railway and 
the Rock Is*in#@, so fituch so that the lat- 
ter can almost be called a Morgan as- 
set. Whatever dealings there will be will 
conduce to the combined interests of these 
two great roads. Among the authorities 
here who agree on this and that the en- 
tire situation is centered in the office of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. are The Evening 
Post and The Wall Street Journal. It 
thas been suggested that the agreement of 
Mr. Gates and the Belmont interests to 
submit the entire matter to Morgan & Co. 
in solution is simply to arrange that the 
control of the Louisville and Nashville 
railway Gan be held by the new interests 
so as to be managed in the interests 
of a number of roads which would be 
affected by a possible hostile administra- 
tion of that property, not bound ay any 
assuming that such 


ment of the property through its stock- 
holdings. But this simply leads back to 
the all-prominent fact that a big deal to 
further the interests of the Southern, 
Rock Island and Louisville and Nash- 
ville railways is on the rapid way to 
completion. 

L. and N. Not Yet Disposed Of. 

While Mr. Perkins would not talk today 
a representative of, the Morgan firm, 
when asked whether the Louisville and 
Nashville road would be acquired by a 
single company or by several jointly, re- 
plied: 

“Tt is not safe to make either assertion 
at this time, since it has not yet been 
determined. but it will be disposed of, 
I think. for the best interest of all.” 

It was declared positively that the 
Louisville had not been definitely disposed 
of as vet, and that there had not been 
time to consider all the various 
of the case on account of the suddenness 
with which the whole thing happened. It 
became known today, however, that J. P. 


| Morgan & Co. had nothing whatever to do 


with the original purchase of the Louis- 
ville road and that it was purely a specu- 
lative deal, engineered by a pool of west- 
ern men who, besides their own money,

and thad this staked on their ability to 
get the road and turn out the present 
management. 

The pool secured an unexpected advan- 
tage when, in part, it found it had an

CONTROL OF “ELLEN N”’ 

IS OFFERED TO MORGAN 

New York, Apri] 14.—An important con- 
ference on Louisville and Nashville was 
held at the office of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. late this afternoon, lasting until 7 
o'clock, The Tribune will say tomorrow. 
At that conference, it is learned on high 
authority, the controj of the Louisville 
and Nashville was offered by John W. 
Gates and his associates to J. P. Morgan 
& Co. presumably for transfer to the 
Southern Railway Company. Whether or 
not the negotiations were completed and 
the offer was accepted could not be defi- 
nitely learned. 

Those present at the conference were 
George W. Perkins and William P. 
Hamilton, of J. P. Morgan & Co.; John 
W. Gates, J. F. Harris, head of the stock 
exchange house of Harris, Gates & Co., 
in which Gates is a special partner, and 
Edward Hawley, president of the Iowa 
Central and Minneapolis and St. Louis 
roads, who recently, with his associates, 
acquired control of the Colorado anil 
Southern Railway Company. 

The purchase of the controlling interest 
in the Louisville and Nashville, according 
to The Tribune's information. has been 
effected by a syndicate of eight or nine 
members, including Messrs. Gates an 
Hawley and John A. Drake. J. J. Mitchell 
and Isaac J. Elwood, of Chicago. It is 
said that the syndicate owns or controls 
fully 300,000 shares of the stock, out of a 
total capitalization, including the 60,00 
shares recently sold, but not yet listed on 
the stock exchange, of 600,000 shares. A 
considerable part of the syndicate’s hold- 
ings, however, is understood to represent 
their unlisted stock, which will not be a 
“good” delivery for about three weeks to 
come, and shares sold by foreign holders 
On contracts for deiivery within the next 
week or fortnight. 


NOTHING TO SHOW CHANGE 


OF CONTROL AT KNOXVILLE 
Knoxville, Tenn., April 14.—No matter 
who is in contro] of the Louisville and 
Nashville stock the fact remains that 
there are no local. indications to show 
the slightest change of ownership.

TWO CHILDREN 


ARE MURDERED 


Little Boy and His Sister Done 
to Death While Returning 
from Church, 


GIRL SUFFERS OUTRAGE 
BEFORE LIFE IS TAKEN 


Negro Suspected of Crime Is Under 
Arrest, and Thousands of Citi- 
zens at Des Moines Are > 
Clamoring for His 
Life. 5 


Des Moines, Iowa, April 14.—While re- 


turning from Highland Park Methodist | 


church, on the north outskirts of the 
city, last evening, Mary Peterson, 15 
years of age, and Thomas, aged ll, 
children of Peter J. Peterson, a well-to- 
do dairyman, were murdered by some un- 
known person, believed to be a negro. 

The boy when found at midnight was 
alive, but died within fifteen minutes, 
without being able to give a description 
of his assailant. When assaulted, the 
children were returning from church, 
where they had been attending the even- 
ing service. The bodies were discov- 
ered by the roadside by a farmer who 
heard the moans of the the lad. Their 
heads had been crushed in, presumably 
by a brick. 

The police so far are without a clew. 
The body of the girl was found in a ditch, 
2 feet deep. She had been ravished. Her 
clothing was badly torn. At the base of 
the head she had been struck with some 
hard instrument, which fractured her 
skull. Not a brick or any possible weap- 
on can be found within the region where 
the murders occurred. The boy was 
found in the ditch on the opposite side 
of the road. Fully half a dozen indenta- 
tions were made in the skull, and his 
face also showed evidence. of being 
pounded. 

There are still fhree girls and two boys 
in the Peterson family. Two of the 
girls declare that a week ago they were 
chased at the same spot by a man on 
their return during the ‘evening from 
Highland Park. They are unable to give 
a description of the man. 

Not far from the scene of: the murder 
are the Marquisville coal mines, in which 
some 200 colored coal miners are 
employed. Itis the impression of the po- 
lice that the murderer was a resident 
of Marquisville. The tracks of two men 
have been found leading from the scene 
and were followed by the police, but they 
soon led into a path, where all trace was 
lost. 

James Hutchins, a r.egro 27 vears of age, 
was arrested this afternoon on suspicion. 
He had on the back of his coat the im- 
print of a bloody hand. He gave a ramb- 
bling account of where he had been dur- 
ing the night. ’ 

A crowd of several thousand people 
gathered in front of the city jail short- 
ly after the arrest of Hutchins, but no 
effort was made to take him from the of- 
ficers. Excitement is running high in 
the city, and talk of fyaching is common. 


Rock Island Gets Choctaw. 


Philadelphia, April 14—Over 155,000 
shares of the stock of the Choctaw, Okla- 
homa and Gulf railroad had been depos- 
ited with the Girard Trust Cpmpany in 
favor of the sale of the road to Messrs. 
Speyer & Co., of New York, up to the 
close of business today. Tihe total shares 
of Choctaw issued amount to 296,000. This 
setties finally the question of ownership 
of the road, which goes to the New York 
banking house and, it is expected, will be 
turned over to the Rock Island system.

Senator Points Out That Just as Fac< 
tories of South Begin To Pros- 
per They Are Threatened 
by a Deadly Blow. 

Urges Fairness. 


Washington, April 14.—The Chinese ex- 
clusion bill occupied the attention of the 
senate throughout today, Senators For- 
aker and McLaurin, of South Carolina, 
making extended speeches in opposition, 
Mr. Foraker contended that the pending 
measure was violative of our treaty with 
China and was calculated to prevent our 
commercial expansion in the Far East. 
While strongly supporting the policy of 
the government to exclude Chinese la- 
borers, the Ohio senator maintained that 
this could be’ best accomplished by an 
extension of the present exclusion law. 
Mr. McLaurin also favored an extension 
of the present law. 

Mr. ‘Teller briefly responded to Mr. 
Foraker, urging that the right to abro- 
gate treaties was fully recognized. 

During the day Mr. Lodge, of Massa- 
chusetts, gave notice of an amendment 
to the bill, striking out the much-dis- 
cussed clause prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Chinese sailors cn American 
ships. 

Mr. McLaurin, in his remarks, said it 
was inconceivable that any honorable 
nation, least of all the United States, 
should surrender its integrity by delib- 
erately adopting policies and enacting 
laws in violation of its own sworn com- 
pact, and treaty with any other power, 
and that, too, during a period of pro- 
found peace, without any provoking 
cause from the other nation. The pending 
senate bill, he declared, was alculated 
by its restrictive action and inimicable 
spirit to kill our trade with China. This 
was a consideration of vital importance 
to South Carolina, with its vast cotton 
production and the growing shipments of 
cotton goods to China. 


Injurious to the South. 


. McLaurin continued: 

“Now, is it fair play to the people of 
the south, just as they are beginning to 
prosper in manufacturing and commercial 
enterprises, after long . years. of .trouble 


| and privation, to tear down and crush 


their new enterprises, on the assumption 
that such a ruinous policy is necessary 
in order to keep out the Chinese, . when 
in point of fact it is not at all necessary 
and the Chinese. are being kept out 
by the existing law? That is the plain 
business proposition at the basis of the 
whole question. 

‘‘Let us look at the matter a little more 
in detail. 

“South Carolina is now the second cot- 
ton manufacturing state in the Union. 
The eevelopment of its cotton mill indus- 
try has been without parallel in any other 
part of the United States. In 189% there 
were thirty-four establishments in South 
Carolina devoted to this industry, repre- 
senting a capital of $11,141,833, employing 
8,071 wage earners, and turning out prod- 
ucts valued at $9,800,798. In 1900 the num- 
ber of establishments had increased to 
eighty, the amount of capital to $39,258,- 
964, the number of wage earners to 30,- 
%1, and the value of products to $29,723,- 
919. While for the whole of the United 
States the average increase, for the dec- 
ade, of capital employed in @tton man- 
ufactures was 32 per cent, that of South 
Carolina was 252 per cent. While the 
average increase in the number of wage 
earners was 31 1-3 per cent, that of 
South Carolina was 274 per cent. While 
the increase in the value of products was 
2% 2-3 per cent, that of South Carolina 
was 203 per cent. The manufacture of 
cotton goods is now the most important 
industry of South Carolina, since it gives 
employment to 62.7 per cent of the wage 
earners employed in the state, and turns 
out 50.6 per cent of the total value of 
the manufactures produced in the state.

“SOUTHERN COTTON MILLS 


ARE MENACED BY MEASURE 


Mr. McLaurin Insists It Is Not Fair 
Play To Deal Blow to Soufnerp 
Enterprises When It Js 
Not Necessary. 


The development of this industry, which 
‘was temporarily arrested by the Chinese 
troubles a year ago, has been vigorously 
resumed, and bids fair to proceed at such 
@ pace that South Carolina, which has 
already passed Rhode Island, will in the 
next ten years take the place of Massa- 
chusetis as the foremost cotton-manu- 
facturing state in the union. 


Prospect Can Be Blighted. 


“This brilliant prospect can be blight- 

ed—the prosperity of the South Caro- 
lina mills and the gaining of a livelihood 
by an army of 60,000 workers can be in- 
terrupted—in only one way, and that is 
by a shutting down cf the export demand 
for American cotton cloth. That demand 
amounted in the first two months of the 
present calendar year to more than $6,000,- 
000, and it is being maintained at a rate 
without example Es the commercial his- 
tory of the country, so that for the cur- 
rent fiscal year our exports of manu- 
factured cottons will probably exceed in 
value $30,000,000, or fully $6,000,000 more 
than in 1900, the most prosperous of any 
of the preceding years. Of this export 
demand 6 per cent is represented by our 
sales in China, and it % an the continu- 
a@nce and increase of these sales tRat the 
prosperity of the cotton industry, not only 
of South Carolina but of the whole Unit- 
ed States, absolutely depends. 
_ “That this fact is keenly appreciated 
fn business circles in the north as well 
as in the south was strikingly demonstra- 
ted at the recent hearings before tthe com- 
mittee on immigration, on which occa- 
sions: there were present. representatives 
of the cotton manufacturing interests of 
both sections. 

“All of these representative business 
men bore witness that they were op- 
| posed to cooly immigration, and did not 
| wish any legislation that would make ex- 
;} clusion less stringent: but that they ob- 
jected to the proposed new legishation be- 
cause, while it was not needed for the 
purposes of exclusion, it would necessa- 
wily subject reputable Chinese merchants 
and other business men to much personal 
‘fnconvenience and annoyance, and would 
give ithem and their government good 
cause for taking offense, so that the 
matural effect would be to greatly injure 
our trade relations with China and to 
retard if not stop altogether tthe prog- 
ress of that trade. 


Suggestive Figures. 


“It may seem stranige that the differ- 
ence between profit and loss on an indus- 
try whose annua) product is valued at 
$339,000,000 should hinge upon the retention 
of an export demand of $17,000,000 or $18,- 
000,000 a year. But this is not mere guess- 
work; it 18 a fact which has been demon- 
strated by costly experience. What was 
the amount of the falling off in export 
business which, as stated by Mr. Smythe, 
the executive heard of the Pelzer group of 
mills in South Carolina. began to spell 
ruin for the cotton mills of he south 
and demoralization for the entire cotton 
textile market of the country? It was 
simply the difference between an export 
to China of $8,788,134 in the fiscal year 
1900, and $4,552,534 in the fiscal year 1991. 
If a decrease in the export demand 
amounting to only a little more than 
$4,000,000 had thé résults which every rot- 
ton manufacturer knows to his cost it 
had a year ago, what micht be expected 
from an interruption of the present very 
much larger volume of our exports to the 
Chinese empire? 

“Here is a forcible illustnation of the 
difference between a market practically 
closed and the same market reopened and 
expanding. In the first group of eight 
months, during the disturnances, we see 
our exports of cotton cloth to China 
dwindling suddenly from nearly $1,000,000 
a month down to less than $25.00 a 
month, with a total for the whole eight 
months of less thah® $1.500.000. In the sec- 
ond elght months, after the troubles had 
aH been adjusted, we see the some ex- 

rts amountine ‘to from $1,900.00 to 

000.000 a month, with a total of over 
$10.000,000 for the whole eight months. 

“Now, reverting to the conditions in the 
south. what would be the chief effect of 2 
shut-down in the China trade amd the 
consequent collapse of southern cotton 
manufacturing? Who would be the chief 
sufferers? The effect would be to glut 
the home market with cotton goods in 
ae few weeks, and then to close up the

JUSTICES 


Former Attorney General Griggs Ap- 
pears for Railroads and Denies 
Court’s Jurisdiction. §— 


Washington, April 14.—The United States 
supreme court today heard arguments in 
the case of the state of Washington 
versus the Northern Securities Company 
and the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern railroads involving the merger 
of the two railroads. 

Ajttorney General Stratton, who appear- 
ed for the stave, contended that this court 
is the only one that can properly hear 
the case, and if it refuses to hear it there 
is no tribunal] fo which the state can ap- 
ply for the redress of a wrong. He was 
frequently interrogated by members of 
the court. ‘ 

Justice White-asked why the . state 
could not pass a law of its own to cover 
the case, and’ Mn Strattton replied. that 
he thought the state had that right, but 
that it also: is: enitled..to. an independent 
proceeding for injunction. In reply to 
Justice Harlan he said that the. state 
might, of course, proceed against either 
of the railroad companies for- damges, 
but that the Northern Securities Company 
could not be tthus reached in a state 
court. The chief justice wanted to know 
if the state could udt institute a suit 
amd give the security company a chance 
to come in, ‘“‘Yes,” was the reply, “but it 
won't come in, as has been made mani- 
fest in Minnesota.’”’ 
suggestibn made by Justice Brewer that 
the railroads involved are interstate roads 
and that on this account it was competent 
to appeal the national authorities. 

Charles W. Bunn and former Attorney 
General John W. Griggs appeared for 
the railroad companies and the Securities 
company. Mr. Bunn contended that the 
Securities. company had the same’ power 
to acquire, own and vote stock as any 
natural person would have and could not 
be enjoined. He also contended that there 
was no precedent illowing one state to g0 
into another state for the -enforcement 
of its own laws. 

Mr. Griggs argued that the power of 
the supreme court cannot be invoked 
to enforce the police laws of another, 
and contended that in this instance 
Washington is aittempting to control the 
corporate action of three companies, 
neither of which pretend to derive its 
existence or authority from tht state. 
There was no possibility of the violation 
of a state law because Washington had 
no law on the subject. 

In his rejoinder Mr, Stratton said that 
the entire argument on behalf of the de- 
fendant corporations had turned on the 
contention that Washington could not 
proceed against them because of their 
non-residence, whereas he urged that this 
very circumstance was wlfat gave the 
federa] court jurisdiction.

WATER FORCED 


Quantities of the Liquid 
Poured Into Filipinos to 
Force Confession. 


HORRORS OF WATER CURE 
DESCRIBED BY WITNESSES 


One Filipino Would Not Talk Until 
Salty Water Was Squirted Down 
His Throat—Evidence Also 
Given About Burning 
Towns. 


Washington, April 14.—The senate com- 
mititee on the Philippines began the week 
with the intention of making an investi- 
gation of the charges to the effect that 
“the water cure,” so-called, is practiced 
on ithe insurgents, and Charles S. Riley, 
of Northampton, Mass., formerly a ser- 
geant in the volunteers, was the first wit- 


ness called. 

He said he had witnessed the “water 
cure’ at Igbaras, in the province of 
Iloilo, in 1900. It was adminfstered to 
the presidente or chief Filipino’ official 
of the town. 

He said that upon the arrival of his 
command at Igbaras the presidente was 
asked whether runners ‘atl been sent 
out notifying the insurgents of their 
presence, and that on his refusal to give 
the information he was taken to the con- 
vent, where the witness was stationed, 
and the water cure was administered to 
him. This official was stripped to the 
waist and this hands tied behind him. 
Captain Glenn and Lieutenant Conger, of 
the regular army, and Dr. Lyons, a con- 
tract surgeon, were standing near. The 
man, he said, was then’ thrown under 
a water tank which held about 100 gal- 
lons of water and his mouth placed di- 
rectly under the faucet and held open, 
so as to compel him to swallow the wa- 
ter which was allowed to escape from 
the tank. 

Put Salt in Water. 

Over him stood an interpreter repeat- 
ing one word, which the witness said he 
believed to be the native equivalent of 
‘‘confess.”” When at last the presidente 
agreed to tell what he knew he was re- 
leased and tallowed to start away. He 
was not, however, permitted to escape, 
and upon refusing to give further infor- 
mation he was again taken as he was 
about to mount his horse, and the cure 
administered for the second time. This 
time the man was not stripped, nor was 
he taken to the building. Dr. Lyons said 
the water could be brought to the spot 
and given there, and when it was brought 
in a 5-gallon can, one end of a syringe 
was placed on it and the other in the 
man’s mouth. As he still reflised a sec- 
ond syringe was brought and one end 
of it placed in the prostrate man’s nose. 
He still refused and a handful of salt 
was thrown into the water. This had 
the desired effect and the presidente 
agreed to answer quesiions. - 

On cross-examination by republican sen- 
ators, Mr. Riley said the ‘“‘cure’’ had 
been first resorted to to compel the presi- 
dente to reveal his own attitude and that 
it had been learned from his confession 
that while he professed to be friendly to 
the United States he was in reality a 
captain of the insurgent forces and that 
his police were all soldiers. As a con- 
sequence of this exposure he was arrest- 
ed and tthe town burned. ' 

Policemen Tortured. 

Another witness, William L. Smith, of 
Athol, Mass., who was a volunteer pri- 
vate, corroborated Riley’s testimony, say- 
ing he had also witnessed the torture 
of two policemen of the town of Igbaras. 
Smith said the details of the ‘‘cure’’ were 
in the hands of a squad of the Eighteenth 
regular infantry, known as ‘the water 
cure detail.”” He also said that he had 
assisted in the burning of the town of 
Igbaras and that tthe natives generally 
escaped from their houses only with 
the clothes they wore, 

The witness said that the country places 
in the vicinity also were burned. All these 
acts were done under the command of 
Captain Glenn, who was, he said, judge 
ndvocate of the department of Viscayas. 
He said the water was kept running for 
four or five minutes and that the doc- 
tor in charge frequently placed his hand 
upon the man’s héartt as if to observe its 
effect upon that organ. ‘ 


MURDER ON THE CINCINNATI. 


Agnes Williams, a Water Tender, Is 
Killed by Blacksmith Paine. 
Washington, April 14.—It has just de- 
veloped that murder was committed on 
the United States steamer Cincinnati last 
week while the ship was lying at Charles- 
ton. James <A. Paine, a _ blacksmith, 
struck with a pair of iron tongs and kill- 
ed Agnes Williams, a water tender. The 
row occurred in the fire room last Tues- 
day. Paine will be tried by naval court- 

martial.

Washington, April 14—(Special.)—At 
the instance of Senator Bacon, the senate 
committee on judiciary today made 4 
favorable report ineorporating in the 
sundry civil bill an. appropriation of 
$1,000, each, to cover the cost of providing 
quarters for the federal court at Athens 
and Rome: The law creating the north- 
eastern and northwestern divisions of the 
northern district provided that the cities 
of Athens and Rome should provide suit- 
able quarters for the holding of the fed- 
eral court. The judiciary committee con- 
sidered that the provision was unreason- 
able- and unjust, and therefore recom- 
mended that the amount named be ap- 
prepriated by the government to provide 
Suitable quarters until accommodations 
can be had in federal buildings which 
may in the future be erected in Athens 
and Rome. Senator Bacon's amendments 
received the unanimous support of the 
judiciary committee, and it is probable 
that the appropriations committee will 
incorporate them in the bill now pending. 

Bills providing for public buildings at 
Athens and Rome are now before the 
house public buildings committee.

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ROOSEVELT STANDS BY DOLE. 


He Will Continue Him as Governor 
of Hawali. 

Washington, April 14.—(Special.)—Offi- 
cial announcement was made at the white 
house today that Governor Sanford B. 
Dole is to remain the chief executive of 
Hawaii, and that the president proposes 
to stand by him and his administration. 

This is the culmination of a long and 
bitter fight in whieh Governor Dole has 
been opposed by an array of very ag- 
gressive enemies. At one time it was an- 
nounced by persons very close to him 
that the president had decided to remove 
Governor Dole, and Colonel Sam Park- 
er, the head of the republican party in 
the islands, gave it out that he had been 
tendered the place. He had been in 
conference with President Roosevelt and 
thought the place was at his disposal, but 
he crowed too soon. 

Not only Parker, but a lot of the strong- 
est’ politicians in the islands have been 
after Dole’s scalp. Harold Sewall, repub- 
ican natianal committeeman, strongly 
urged Dole’s removal, feeling sure he had 
great influence at the white house. But 
in spite of his first inclination to the 
contrary the president finally had his eyes 
opened to the real state of affairs in the 
islands, and his decision is in favor of 
the patriarch who was such a strong fac- 
tor in ovefthrowing the monarchy. Dole 
represents the best business elements in 
the islands.

“The poeeineat. after most carefwW in-

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PLEA FOR CUBA 


Georgian Urges the House to 
Pass Measure Providing 
‘ for Reciprocity; 
HE CLAIMS SUGAR TRUST 
WILL NOT BE BENEFICIARY 


Mr. Brantley Thinks the Cubans and 
the Sugar Consumers Will Be 
Aided by Reduction—Dis- 
cusses Luty of Dem- 
ocrats.

Washington, April 14.—(Special.)—Rep- 
resentative Brantley, made one of the 
leading speeches in the house today in 
favor of the Cuban reciprocity bill. Mr. 
Brantley had identified himself with the 
movement for reciprocity by a speech 
delivered some time ago and this second 
address was at the instance of the demo- 
cratic leaders who sought his aid in 
the discussion. He did not consume more 
than half an hour, but in that time 
delivered an able argument in favor of 
the pending bill, democratic leaders pro- 
nouncing it one of the best that has been 
delivered. 

To Prolong the Struggle. 

That the republican opponents of the 
bill are determined to prolong the strug- 
gle as much as possible was made mani- 
fest today by their refusal to allow 
speeches to be printed in the record. 

Besides Mr. Brantley, Mr. McCall of 
Massachusetts spoke for the measure. 
Messrs. Robertson, Louisiana, and 
Stevens, Minnesota, spoke agailnst it. 
Mr. Robinson, of Indiana, opposed Cuban 
annexation on the ground ‘that it -would 
threaten the welfare of the American 
wage-earner. The conference report on 
the - postoffice aippropriation bill was 
adopted early in the day after some criti- 
cism of the pneumatic tube provision. 

Mr. Robertson, of Louisiana, opposed 
the bill in a vigorous speech. He con- 
tended that the United States would 
reap practically nothing from a reci- 
iprocity arrangement with Cuba. The 
Cubans, he argued, today bought from 
the United States all they would under 
reciprocity. Our meats, flour, etc., go 
there now and would go there whether 
reciprocity were’ inaugurated or not. 

Mr.. Robertson argued that the Ameri- 
can consumer would secure no reduc- 
tion upon his sugar as a result of the 
proposed legislation. The sugar trust, he 
declared, would be the chief beneficiary. 
So far as Louisiana was concérned he 
declared that her sugar interests asked 
nothing to which they were not entitled 
under the tenets of every party. 

Mr. Brantley, of Georgia, spoke briefly 
fn support of the bill. He was in favor 
of even freer trade relations than would 
be accorded by the bill, but if he could 
not secure all he desired in the way of 
&@ reduction of duties, he said’ he would 
vote for what he could get. 

Sugar Trust Not Beneficiary. 

With regard to the claim that the real 
beneficiary under the bill would be the 
sugar refining trust Mr. Brantley said: 

“It is also argued that the effect of this 
bill will be that all the benefit of the 
reduction made will go to the sugar 
trust, and, at the same time, that our 
sugar producers will be ruined, and if 
not ruined,- seriously. injured.,. Both of 
these contentions cannot be. true. | 

“The only possible way for the sugar 
trust to receive the full. benefit of the 
reduction in this bill will be to have 
the present price of sugar in this coun- 
try maintained, and if the price is main- 
tained, then none of our sugar producers 
can possibly be affected. If Our sugar 
producers are affected by a ‘reduction 
in the price of their product, then more 
than 99 per cent of the American people 
will be benefited, because more than 9% 
per cent of them are sugar consumers 
as against less than 1 per cent of sugar 
producers. 

“If it should unfortunately prove true 
that the benefit in this bill intended for 
Cuba goes to the trust, the people of this 
country will, nevertheless, receive the full 
benefit of reciprocal trade relations with 
Cuba and the people- who will be most 
hurt by this perversion of justice will be 
the poor Cubans. 

Facts About Matter. 

‘“‘As to whether or not the trust will get 
the benefit of the reduction in this bill 
appears from all the statements to that 
effect that have been. made to be purely 
speculative. It is only an opinion that 
may or may not prove to be well founded. 
The facts about the matter are, that ju- 
day if Cuban sugar is put upon the mav- 
ket in New York it will command the 
market price, and out of that price the 
Cuban producer will pay .the tariff, 
amounting to 1.685 cents per pound, and 
what he has left will represent the price 
that he gots for his sugar, out of which, 
of course, he has to pay all other charg®. 
If tomorrow the tariff rate is 20 per cent 
less than it is today it seems to me that 
the Cuban preducer is bound to pay out 
of the price received by him 20 per cent 
lesa for tariff duties, and that difference 
represents that much saved by him. 

“The argument all seems to be in favor 
of the Cubans receiving the benefit of the 
reduction in this bill, if it becomes a law 
Certain it is to. my mind that we cannot 
refuse today to make the tender of help 
to Cuba in the only practical way offered 
to us through fear of a possibility that 
that help may not reach her. 

“If the trust should devise a way by 
which it can rob Cuba of the relief con- 
tained in this bill, then congress has the 
power to correct this great wrong by re- 
moving the differential on refined sugar, 
and, so far as I am concerned, I am ready 
here and now to deprive the trust of any 
possible power to rob Cuba by removing 
now the differential on refined sugar.” 


Pclitical Phase of Matter. 
Discussing the bil} from a political 
standpoint, Mr. Brantley said: 
“If the democratic party stands for

Text of the Proposals Under 
Discussion at Pretoria 


Indemnity of $50,000,000 To Be 
Distributed—No War Tax To Be 
Levied—Feeling in British 
Official Circles Very 
Hopeful.

The Hague, April 14.—From those close 
in touch with the Boer leaders here it ap- 
pears that the latest secret dispatches 
from South Af@ica outline the peace pro- 
posals under discussion at Pretoria. They 
closely follow the summary gen on 
Saturday last by The Evening News of 
Edinburgh, with the following additional 
details: 

The Boers accept a British lord com- 
missioner with a Boer executive, both to 
be resident at Pretoria. 

The country to be divided into districts, 
with British district officers and a Boer 
committee, chosen by polling by the 
burghers. The veto right to be re- 
served to the British govtérnment. The 
majority of the British officers must be 
conversant with the Dutch language. 

Johannesburg to be retroceded to the 
British with complete British -civil or- 
ganization. 

A war indemnity of at least £10,900,000 
to be distrbuted by mixed committees. 

Disarmament @o occur wher the first 
batch of Boer prisoners is sent back to 
South Africa. 

No war tax to be levied, both languages 
to be recognized in the schools and courts 
and in official documents. 

The expense of the garrisons in South 
Africa to be borne by Great Britain. 

The present Boer leaders to be retained 
in offices, so far as possible. 


Hopeful Feeling in London. 

London, April 14.—Replying in the house 
of commons to the liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Bannerman, who asked whether 
any terms of peace had been suggested 
by the Boer leaders in South Africa, the 
government leader, A. J. Balfour, said it’ 
was impossible at present to say more 
than that a message had been received 
Saturday from the Boer leaders, through 
Lard Kitchener, and thatareply had been 
sent to them. Further communication was 


expected. 

It is said that the communication of the 
Boer leaders to Lord Kitchener amounted 
to little more than a request for per- 
mission to use the cable in consulting Mr. 
Kruger and the Boer delegates in Eu- 
rope regarding a basis for a peace set- 
tlement. 

There is a distinctly hopeful feeling in 
official quarters. 

In a dispatch from Johannesburg, dated 
April 14, the correspondent of The Daily 
Mail says the leading Boer delegates 
conferred today with Lord Milner, the 
British high commissioner in South 
Africa, at Pretoria, and that Lord Kitch- 
ener was present at this conference. ‘'I 
understand,”” says the correspondent, 
“that Lords Milner and Kitchener will 
jointly conduct the negotiations, and that 
Lord Milner will forward the Boer pro- 
posals to Mr. Chamberlain."’ 

The Datliy Mail asserts that Mr. Cham- | 
berlain, the colonial secretary, received an 
Important dispatch from Lord Milner 
Jast (Monday) night. It is understood thés 
dispatch outlines the basis of negotiations 
favored by the Boers. The Daily Mail 
@ays it will be submitted at the cabinet 
meting to be held today. 


CONFRONTED BY GIANT DEFICIT, 
BRITAIN PLACES TAX ON BREAD 


ONDON, April 14.—Not for many 
Be ‘years hat Great Britain's fiascal pro- 

gramme been awaited with such in- 
terest as that whic hattached to this 
year’s announcement, and there is no 
doubt that all the proposals contained in 
the budget given out today by Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, the chancellor of the ex- 


chequer, will be adopted. 

More important, perhaps, than the cu- 
mous forms of the new taxation igs the 
statement ma:§ by the chancellor of the 
exchequer that the government bas ar- 
ceded to the Boer demand concerning 
the restocking of farms. 

At a lete hour tonight the Associated 
Press learned upon ‘excellent authority 
that the principal provision of the 
treasury budget, namely, the treasury 
loan of £32,000,000 has a serious bearirg 
upon the peace question. There appears 
to be a very strong belief in the cabinet 
that, owing to the expected termination 
of the war, the £32,000,000 will never be 
needed. 


Strong Hope for Peace. 

The failure to explain this important 
point is taken in the house of commons 
to indicate that the government has 
Strong hopes of a speedy issue of the 
negotiations now progressing at Pretoria 
between the Boer leaders, although it 
w.shes to impress the world in general, 
and the Boers in particular, with its 
alility and determination t>. push the 
war to a finish should the British terms 
of peace be refused. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is seldom 
dramatic; but when he referred today 
to the government’s intention to restock 
the Boer as well as the colonial farms, 
his voice rose to an eloquent pitch. His 
gestures, as he spoke of the valor of the 
Boers and expressed his hope for subse- 
quent friendship between Briton and 
Boer, took the house with him, and the 
cheers, especially from the opposition, 
prevented the speaker from continuing 
tis speech for some moments. During 
this pause the chancellor of the ex. 
chequer turned toward Mr. Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, who sat pale and 
motionless, palpably none too pleased at 
this official recantation of his ‘‘uncondi- 
tional surrender’ formula. 

The Budget Statement. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in making 
the budget statement, declared the past 
year had not been excepttonally pros- 
perous, but there was rothing to depress 
the country. 

There had been a heavy slump ifn the 
receipts from tobacco, spirits and beer, 
but there was a-— great. increase 
in the consumption of tea and cocoa. ile 
vas in the exceptional position for a 
chancellor of -the exchequer holding >of- 
fice during a severe war, trat for tw

“0, when his total deficit, including the. 


war expenditure of £73,192,000 for South 
Africa and China, was £52,644,000. 

Proceeding to deal with the receipts of 
last vear, in detail, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach said the sugar tax was most suc- 
cessful. 

It brought in £6,600,000, against his esti- 
mate of £5,100,000. The export duty on 
ccal produced £1,314,000, which -was also 
above the estimate, while the prophets 
of evil were so far wrom being justified 
that the exports were higher thar in 
the case of any year, except the record 
year of 1899.

Tho.gh the death duties were a useful 
life buoy to the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, the real ship which bore him 
Ssiely through the stormy seas of na- 
t-cual finance was the income tax, which 
lest year yielded £34,800,000, or £1,000,000 
actove the estimate. This fact led him 
to hope that, though the tax was a 
heavy burden in some cases, that ths 
Instances were not quite so numerous as 
many people believed. 

The account of the national debt was 
not so satisfactory. -It now stood at 
£747,806,000, the funded debt showing an 
increase of £58,000,000, chiefiy due to the 
consols loan of last spring. 

The cost of the war for three years 
was £165,034,000, but in addition to the 
hepe of repayment from the wealth of 
the Transvaal there wag their share in 
the Chinese indemnity, which was a very 
valuable asset, and would probably oe 
devoted to a reductlon-of the war debt. 

The national members ironically cheer- 
ed the reference made by the chancellor 
to the Transvaal. After touching on 
various details, the chancellor turned to 
the prospects of the future. 

He estimated the expenditure for the 
coming year at £174,609,000. The revenue 
on the present basis of taxation was 
£147,785,000, leaving a deficit of £26,824,000. 
This would be increased by £18,500,000 
by gratuities to the troops and bring- 
ing the soldiers home, the maintenance 
of the South African constabulary and 
the cost of the international sugar con-- 
vention, etc., making a gross deficit of 
upward of £45,000,000. 

Great Cost of Boer War. 

War was a costly thing to wage and 
a costly thing to terminate. After the 
war was over there would be the great 
expense of the relief and resettlement 
off the two colonies, and the restocking 
of farms. He hoped that, when durable 
peace was made, parliament would be 
generous and loan money for restocking 
the farms, not only of those who fought 
on the British side, but of those who 
had been honest enemies and whom they 
now hoped to make friends, and for rail- 
road and other enterprises, to serve to 
develop the two states. It was his duty 
not to take a rosy view of the case, 
but to provide for the worst. He had 
hopes of a happy result from the con- 
ference in South Africa, but he had put 
them aside. Preparations for. the con- 
tinuance of the war were the best guar- 
antee of peace. 

The chancellor proposed to suspend 
the sinking fund, reducing the deficit 
by £4,500,000, and to increase, by a penny 
in the pound, the income tax, vielding 
£2,000,000 increase. From July 1 there 
would be a penny to two penny stamp 
duty on sight bills, including dividend 
warrants and checks, yielding £500,000. 

After mentioning that he did not pro- 
pose to interfere with beer, wine, tea 
and sugar, the chancellor said he must 
Select for indirect taxation an: article 
the taxation of which would not unduly 
oppress any class. The ordinary expen- 
diture of the country, quite apart from 
the war, was greatly increasing and in 
view of the ever-growing expenditure 
for armies and navies in other countries 
he thotght it desirable to frame some 
scheme of taxation under which, when 
peace returns, there would be no diffi- 
culty in settling the country’s financial 
system on a basis equitable alike to all 
the tax payers of the country, 

Import Duty on Grain. 

He, therefore, proposed an import duty 
of three pence per hundred-weigtit on 
all grain, with a correlative duty of five 
pence per hundred-weight on flour and 
meal. The total yield of this duty was 


estimated at £2,650,000, bringing the total 
estimate of the revenue from the new 


taxation to £5,150,000. Of the balance 
the chancellor proposed 
to borrow £32,000,000 and to find the rest

the trade and commerce of the country. 

The chancellor of the exchequer was 
loudly cheered by the occupants of the 
ministerial benches as he concluded. 

Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt, liberal, 
was the next speaker. He corroborated 
the view expressed by the chancellor of 
the exchequer that the duty on wheat 
would meet with strong objection. This 
taxation of the people’s food, he said, 
would bring home.to the people the les- 
son of the war. \ 

This passion for expansion of terri- 
tory and the annexation of independent 
countries involved ruinous expenditure, 
which, the believed; would have to be 
defrayed exclusively by the British tax- 
payer, as the security of the Transvaal 
would not in any way meet the expendi- 
ture. The gigantic fortunes made in 
the Rand had not been produced by the 
mines, but by projectors selling worth- 
less mines to the ignorant and credu- 
lous. 

In the house of commons.the general 
debate on the budget followed party 
lines. Winston Churchill (conservative) 
approved the proposals, but called serious 
attention to the enormous increase in 
expenditure, amounting to £40,000,000 in 
seven years, a sum which he said was 
out of proportion to the national enrich- 
ment. The house divided on the corn 
end flour duties resolution, which was 
adopted by a vote Of 254 to 135. 

The Budget Discussed. 

The opinion gathered by the Associated 
Press in interviews with members of tne 
house of commons indicate the existence 
of a considerable divergence of ideas with 
regard to the new taxation, which, al- 
though comparatively unimportant in the 
revenue it will yield, affects important 
economic principles which have hitherto 
been held rather sacred by certain 
schools of English politicians. Charles 
Dilke voiced the opinion of many of 
these when he said: 

“The budget is a reversion to protec- 
tionist principles, and although only triv- 
lally so, I shall oppose it on those 
grounds.”’ 

John Redmond said: 

“I can only speak from the Irish point 
of view. We regard the whole thing as 
@ war tax, and Ireland has never ap- 
proved of the war. We shall naturally 
fight it for that reason. The protection 
of Irish agriculture has been a _ good 
thing, but this duty upon flour and corn 
is too small to do us any good. Indeed, 
it will merely raise the price of the cheap 
meats imported from America and large- 
ly used by the Irish peasantry, besides 
making bread dearer. I think it is quite 
likely that these duties may affect the 
American millers, as the difference be- 
tween the new duties on raw and manu- 
factured corn may perhaps give the Eng- 
lish miller a chance to grind himself, 
whereas heretofore he imported Ameri- 
can flour. 

“A disadvantage claimed on all sides 
is the small amount Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach raises by direct taxation and the 
huge load, admitting that he has to raise 
the hole loan of £32,000,000, which he 
saddles on posterity.”’ 

Denounced by John Burns. 

John Burns was particularly vehement 
in speaking of the budget to a represent- 
ative of the Associated Press. 

“It is a cowardly budget,’’ he sald, ‘‘for 
a bully’s war. It devolves upon the very 
roor the cost of aggrandizing the adven- 
turous ricn. It. taxes the industrious 
producer at home for the prodigal specu- 
lator abroad. It further reduces’ the 
standard of comfort of the poor, who 
foolishly cried ‘Let loose the dogs of 
war’—in short, the mothers and children, 
in dearer bread, pay for the husbands’ 
trafficking.’’ 

Asked if he thought American flour 
would be affected by the new taxes, Mr. 
Burns said he’ was tmMctined to believe 
that Minneapolis end: other lange milling 
centers would find it-much harder to get 
trade in England. 

“But that does not matter,”’ said Mr. 
Burns. ‘‘You deserve to be chastised for 
the Philippines.’’ 

Henry Norman voiced the opinion 
the imperialist liberals when he said: 

“You cannot call it protection. It is a 
teriff for revenue only, and America will 
have no cause for retaliation. Of course, 
it will pass. If the government told its 
supporters to eat their hats they would 
do so without a murmur.” 

Outside of the house of commons the 
income tax and the increase in_ the 
amount of stamp-to be placed on checks 
created the most comment. The “man 
in the street’’ is generally very angry 
over both these increases. 

Money Changes Hands. 

One of the first results of the budeet 
announcement was that considerable 
sums of money changed hands at Lloyds, 
where for weeks past risks have been 
accepted against the various commodities 
upon which it seems likely the chancellor 
of the exchequer might impose a tax. The 
premiums demanded on sugar, grain and 
income tax risks were 50 guineas per 
eent each, and many policies were writ- 
ten. On the other hand, big chances 
were taken... Timber paid a premium of 
40 guineas per cent, while petroleum and 
cocoa paid 20 guineas per cent each. None

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STEELE GLANS = 
OVER BELGIUM 


Thousands of Troops Massed 
at Points of Danger 


Existence of a Plot To Kill King 
Leopold Is Denied—Bands of 
Strikers Are Parading 
‘and Closing Up 
Shops. 


Brussels, April 14.—The day passed in 
perfect tranquillity. Severai meetings 
vere held in the suburbs during the 
evening. M. Vander-Velde and other s9- 
cialist leaders made violent speeches this 
evening, but order was maintained, This 
fact was mainly due to the conspicuous 
absence of the police, especially the gen- 
darmerie, whose excess of zeal has been 
the chief cause of collisions during the 
past few days. The civil guard forme«. 
in cordons around the Maison du Peuple 
and their sensible attitude kept the crowd 
in good humor. 

Dispatches received here from the min- 
ing and industrial regions indicate the 
existence of a serious situation with re- 
gard to the atrike. This has coven ex- 
tended to the textile workers at Ghent. 
Except from Huy no reports of grave 
disturbances have been received. At Huy 
the striking quarrymen had an encoun- 
ter with the gendarmes, in which sev- 
eral men on both sides were injured. 
One gendarme was fatally wounded an‘ 
another escaped by swimming the river. 

The socialists announced today that 
they would interpellate the government 
tcmorrow on the brutality of the police 
of Brussels. A feeling prevails here to- 
night that the government may make 
a decisive declaration on the subject cf 
revision. 

No credence is given here to the report 
of the existence of a plot to assassinate 
King Leopold at Biarritz. His majesty 
returned from Biarritz to Brussels be- 
cause his presence was needed there, and 
beeause public opinion, in view of the 
political situation on the resumption of 
parliament tomorrow, expected him to 
return, 

~ §$trike Is General. 

The strike has been fairly general in 
the mining regions of the country, which 
are divided into four coal fields, 
rounding Mons, La Louviere, Charleroi 
and Liege. No serious incidents have 
vet been reported anywhere. Strong mil- 
itary precautiong have been taken in 
every part of Belgium. Fifteen thousand 
miners have stopped work at Charleroi. 
The glass workers have also struck. 

A general strike has been declared in 
most of the large boot and shoe factories. 
Adequate measures have been taken io 
enable the soldiers to reinforce the police 
at a moment’s notice at any point re- 
quired. There has been thus far today 
no question of proclaiming martial law 
Such a step cannot be taken in Belgium 
without special legislative action. About 
18.000 men are now out on strike in the 
Mons district. 

Thirty-five thousand troops are distrib- 
uted in the agitated regions. Brussals 
is perfectly quiet. There are no signs 
of the strike in the center of the town, 
but a number of strikes have occurred 
in the factories situated in the suburbs. 

Bands of strjkers at Charleroi later in 
the day paraded the streets and the su:- 
rcunding country, closing the workshops 
and factories whose employees .had not 
joined the strike. They succeeded in 
shutting up all the metal factories, most 
of the glass works and a number of other 
esiablishments. 

The same tactics were adopted at Ju- 
met ard Roux.

Waurel, Miss., April 14.—(Special.)—News 
from Paulding, Jasper county, says the 
wife of Will Edwards, a negro, living on 
the plantation of J. P. Clayton, near 
Heidelberg, was brutally murdered and 
that Edwards, the woman's husband, has 
been incarcerated in the county jail at 
Paulding charged with the crime. The 
coroner’s jury found black marks around 
tthe woman's throat and ther neck was 
broken.

Aged German Woman Swallows 
Poison, Thinking It Medicine. 
Florence, Ala., April 14.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Johanna Reuter, a German )hady 
aged 74 years, is dead in East Florence as 

a result of taking the wrong medicine. 

She was given a bottle of bitters to take 
end phaced the bottle on a shelf near 
some mirbane, which her son used in 
making soap. The bottles differed very 
much in size and shape, but were close 
together, She arose in the morning about 
9 O'clock to visit a neighbor, took about 
2 tablespoonfuls- of the poison and 
afterwards dressed. The sedative effect 
made her drowsy and she laid down. 

Her daughter in law was working in 
the garden and when she came in at 1l 
o'clock supposed the old lady to be sleep- 
ing. When ther scn returned home at 5:30 
o'clock he discovered she was dead, and 
her face being so blue and body so stiff 
showed she had taken poison. 

The two bottles were then discovered 
on the shelf and it was also seen where 
she had spit part of the poison out on 
the floor. Her son had cautioned the 
family not to touch any of the bottles on 
his shelf, but the old lady was easily led 
into a mistake and hid her bottle on the 
shelf with the poison. 

She could not speak a word of English 
and often expressed the wish that she 
might die, as she had no German neigh- 
bors and was. very lonely, but it is gen- 
erally thought that it was a mistake.

DONE T0 DEATH 
BY KNIFE STAB 


in His Ante-Mortem State- 
ment Bishop Declares 
Bramlett Guilty One. 


HE LIVED BUT AN HOUR 
AFTER BEING WOUNDED 


Bramlett Was Arrested Sunday 
While Drunk by Marshal, a 
Brother of Deceased—The 
Difficulty Occurred Af- 
ter His Release. 


Ellijay, Ga., April 14.—(Special. )—Robb 
Bishop, of this place, was fatally stabbed 
here today shortly before noon. Bish- 
op lived for about an hour after being 
wounded, dying in the drug store if Dr. 
%. W. Watkins on the public square. 

In his ante-mortem statement Bishop 
Weclared it was Elisha Bramlett who had 
etabbed him. 

On Sunday evening last Bramlett was 
in an intoxicated condition and was 
driving his buggy recklessly over the 
town. He was arrested by Wash Bish- 
op, the marshal and brother of the de- 
ceased, and lodged in jail last night. 

The stabbing affray took place 
morning after Bramlett had been 
leased from jail. In arresting Bram- 
lett this afternoon about hoon, he was 
shot through the arm. There was a large 
crowd around at the time, and Melvin 
Flanigan, a youth, was also shot in the 
hand. 

T W. Craigo took a pistol out of the 
hands of Louis Bramlett, brother of 
Elisha Bramlett. Craigo fired the re- 
maining cartridges in the pistol, and 
threw it ‘away. Louis Bramlett, in the 
meantime, made his escape. | 

The two Bramletts were with Bishop 
in a stable when he was stated. There 
are ecnflicting rumors as ta what took 
place when the arrest was made. 

Robb Bishop was a fhierchant here. He 
was the brother of L. L. Bishop, of this 
place. He had prepared to leave today 
for a visit to the Charleston exposition. 

Zlisha and Louis Bramlett are sons of 
ex-Sheriff Bramlett, whose home is now 
in Ducktown, Tenn.

WILL RENDER ASSISTANCE 


This Body Will Do All in Its Power 
To Help the Strikers To Secure 
the Ten Per Cent Increase 
They Seek. 


Washington, April 14.—The executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor today began a week’s session at 
which matters of vital importance to the 
labor interests of the country were con- 
sidered. 

Henry Fischer, president of the To- 
bacco Workers’ International Union, made 
application for aid in the strike of the 
employees of the tobacco firm of W. J. 
Yarbrough, of Richmond, Va. The exec- 
utive council decided to render every pos- 
sible assistance for an amicable adjust- 
ment of the matter in dispute, or upon 
the failure to bring about the desired re- 
sult, to aid the organization in every 
way within its power. 

Mr. H®bert and Mr. Whitehead, repre- 
senting the United Textile Workers of 
Ameria, in behalf of the locked-out tex- 
tile workers in Augusta, Ga., stated that 
a demand had been made for a 10 per 
cent increase of all tthe mills in that citv 
and vicinity; that all but one, the Kiing 
mill, had Branted the request, anri that in 
turn @ lockout had been inaugurated. 
The executive council determined to ren- 
der every assistance possible to secure 
success for the striking locked-out em- 
ployees. 


AFTER JUDGE AND BAILIFF. 


MACON WOMAN IS NOW SUING 
| FOR DAMAGES. 


She Claims the Policy They Pursued 
Was Not Warranted 
by Law. 


Macon, Ga., April 14.—(oecial.) 
Something of a sensation has. been 
created by a suit filed against JuS&tice 
of the Peace George L. Smith and his 
constable, Jere B. Golden, by Mrs. S. A. 
Hathaway, a widow, residing on Oak 
street, where she conducts a boarding 
house. The suit is for damages in the 
amount of $2,000 alleged to have been 
caused Mrs. Hathaway by alleged ille- 
gal acts of the two officers mentioned 
in the proceedings. 

In her petition for damages, Mrs. 
Hathaway sets out that George L. Smith, 
justice of the peace, and Constable Jere 
B. Golden illegally and by force levied 
on her personal property to satisfy the 
claim for 75 cents of one Robert Arm- 
strong against the petitioner. The peti- 
tion charges that Golden, the constable, 
forcibly entered the home of Mrs. Hath- 
away against that lady’s remonstrances 
and objections, seized and carried away 
one trunk and three rugs, without legal 
authority in view of the fact that there 
had been no legal foreclosure proceed- 
ings in the court mentioned against her, 
and that Smith, the justice, and Golden, 
the constable, held her personal prop- 
erty in their custody, until forced by 
her attorneys to return them. 

Mrs. Hathaway charges that the seiz- 
ure was the result of collusion between 
the justice of the peace and his bailiff, 
or constable, for the purpose of exacting 
money, as costs of court, from her, and 
that this they had no right to do. 

Mrs. Hathaway further alleges that 
the seizure on the property under the 
laborer’s lien was done in the presence 
of ‘ther neighbors who did not understand 
and that she was greatly humiliated, as 
she is a stranger and makes her living 
by kKeaping boarders.

CRIME 1S LAID 
TO USE OF DRUG: 


Lovell Pleads Guilty in Fed- 
eral Court to Criminal 
Use of Mails. 


IS A CONFIRMED VICTIM 
OF THE MORPHINE HABIT 


Ordered Goods Shipped to Fictitious 
Names and Disposed of Them. 
He Will Be Sent to the Gov- 
ernment Hospital in 
Washington. 


Augusta, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—In 
the United States court today the case of 
Warren P. Lovell, charged with crimi- 
nal use of tthe mails, was heard and ended 
with a plea of guilty. It was accompa- 
nied by a plea for leniency based on the 
physical and moral infirmities of the de- 
fendant. 

This case has had considerable pwhblic- 
ity in the newspapers, and grew out of 
numerous transactions in which Lovell 
ordered geods by mail shipped to ficti- 
tious names. These goods he would ap- 
ply for and dispose of, and the shipper 
could never find the person to whom the 
goods were shipped. This practice cover- 
ed years and scores of figures. 

It was shown on the trial that Lovell 
is a confirmed victim of the morphine 
habit and is morally irresponsible. Judge 
Speer sentenced him to eighteen months 
in the government prison in Atlanta. At 
the same time he certified the case to 
the attorney general of «he United States, 
which will result in the sentence being 
served in the government hospital in 
Washington. 

Judge Speer expressed the hope that 
the skill of the government specialis:s 
might restore Lovell to health and cure 
him of the morphine habit. 


FIRE IN DODSON WARE HOUSE. 


Blaze in Printers’ Supply Store Last 
Night Caused Loss of About 
$5,000. 

Fire broke out in the warehouse of 
the Dodson Printers’ Supply Company, 
No. 55 South Forsyth street, last night 
at 11 o’clock, and the damages to build- 
ing and stock amounted to between $4,000 

and $5,000. 

How the fire originated is not known. 
Mr. Dodson stated last night that there 
had been no fire in the building where 
the blaze started. 

The front of the building is used as 
a sales room. In the rear is an annex 
in which a large lot of machinery was 
stored. The fire started among the ma- 
chinery. When first discovered it was 
burning through the skylight and had 
gained constderable headway. The alarm 
was turned in from box 32, at the corner 
of Whitehall and Hunter streets. 

The firemen responded quickly and 
soon had four or five lines of hose laid 
through the front store and into the 
warehouse. Half an hour’s hard fight 
got the flames under control and pre- 
vented what had threatened to be a

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The Open Door of China. 


There is grave danger that the en- 


actment of the Chinese exclusion bill 


‘now pending in congress will material- 


ly damage important southern indus- 
tries. Senator McLaurin, of South 
Carolina, made that peril very plain in 
his speech before the senate yester- 
day. ; 

Our southern cotton mills have been 
for years building up a trade in cot- 
ton goods in China and that trade 
promises to increase and become an- 
mually more profitable. Any legisla- 
tion by this country that will aggra- 
wate the Chinese government and 
cause it to retaliate upon us by mak- 
ing commerce with its people difficult, 
if not impossible, is sure to cause large 
and irredemable losses to our southern 
cotton industries. : 

How far the open door of China is 
Important to us is seen in the fact 
that during the Boxer. troubles in Chi- 
na our exports from the United States 


to that country aggregated only 26,028,- 


080 yards of cotton goods, of the value 
of $1,478,501. . Those were the totals 
from July, 1900, to February, 1901. 


The next following year, with the Chi- 


nese war ended, our exports jumped 


to 207,248,181 yards, of the value of 


$10,094,836. The difference is that be- 


tween the sums total of $25,000 per 


month and $1,125,000 per month. And 
all that expanding trade is put in peril 


of complete obliteration by the pas- 
sage of a drastic exclusion law that 
will outrage our treaty obligations 


with China and cause her to shut the 


doors of her ports to our ships and 


goods. 


The purpose of an exclusion act in 
the Chinese case is to shut out a great 
mass of Mongolian coolie cheap labor- 
That purpose has been suffi- 
ciently satisfied by the terms of the 
existing act, which is included in our 
treaty with China and is acquiesced in 
by the Chinese government. To go to 
the extremes embodied in the new 
bill now pending is to violate our own 
honor, to embargo .the access to our 
country of reputable Chinese in nowise 
concerned to meddle with our labor 
problems and to force China, in self- 
respect and self-defense, to exclude 
our merchandise from her ports and

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Devastating Our Forest Lands. 

On account of the incursions which 
the ax is making upon our American 
forest tracts the necessity ior replac- 
ing the timber which is annually con- 
sumed in the various avenues of civil- 
ization is becoming yearly more and 
more urgent. Some of the states 
which have specially suffered from the 
devastating agencies of modern prog- 
ress have already taken time by the 
forelock and enacted laws looking to- 
ward the preservation of the remnants 
of forest lands which still remain in- 
tact, but other states have assumed an 
attitude of indifference toward the 
matter which is painfully distressing. 

This indifference Is due to the fact 
that our American forest tracts are 
supposed to be boundless in extent, 
reaching in vast unbroken solitudes 
across the area of the continent and 
stretching from the lakes to the gulf. 
In the beginning such was the case. 
When we first achieved our national 
independence it looked as if we had 
enough timber in our great forests to 
last us for all time to come, but in 
the years which have followed the rev- 
‘olution we have built up on this con- 
tinent one of the most populous and 
powerful empires on the globe and the- 
drains which our rapid national 
growth has made upon our forest 
tracts has been constantly growing, 
and today we are threatened with very 
serious consequences as the result of 
our reckless extravagance in destroy- 
ing our forest lands without making 
provisions for supplying the loss. 

We have looked to our forests not 
only for supplies of fuel, but also for 
building material, and the latter de 
mand has been even greater than the 
former. Reports from the middle west 
show that the haunts of the red man 
along the Missouri and the Mississippi 
rivers have almost completely disap- 
peared, due to the fact tnat enterpris- 
ing lumber camps have been establish- 
ed all over this region of country, 
where the water courses made it con- 
venient to float the timber down the 
streams to St. Louis and New Orleans. 
Many thoughtful people are inclined 
to believe that the frequent recur- 
rences of floods jn the Mississippi val- 
ley is due in large measure to the 
wiping out of the forest tracts which 
once skirted the banks of the Missis- 
sippi river and covered the adjacent 
hills, absorbing much of the surplus 
rainfall and preventing the heavy 
drainage which now pours in unob- 
structed torrents into the channel of 
the stream, producing disastrous in- 
undations. Frequent cyclones have 
also been accounted for on the assump- 
tion that the devastation of our Amer- 
ican forest lands has removed the 
great bulwark which formerly served 
as our defense against the wrath of the 
winds. ‘ 

So it seems that the danger to which 
we are exposed in consequence of the 
destruction of our forest tracts is not 
confined to the loss of building mate- 
rial and fuel supplies, but, involves 
complications which are still more se- 
rious. Every state in the union should 
realize the grave importance of taking 
such steps as are calculated to re- 
store the losses which are annually 
caused by the work of the ax in de 
vastating our American forest lands. 
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The Danger Line in Pennsylvania.

the existing public sentiment, which calls for 
blood shedding in order that the charge of 
cowardice may not be made for those who 
fail to promptly resent an insult! 

If the pistol in the hip pocket were made as 
disreputable as is the razor in the hand of a 
regro assassin, it would soon disappear, and 
with it would go the frequent altercations 
which now vex and disturb the community. 

And I am confident that with this improve- 
ment there would come a higher tone of 
courtesy in our daily intercourse one with an- 
other; there is little merit in a civility induced 
by the threat of violence, but there should be 
something better based upon mutual respect 
and esteem. A general movement which 
should seek to attain this condition would in 
every way be helpful and would prevent much 
which now mars our civilization, and places 
a stigma where it is not always deserved.

City Loses Case When Answer Is 
Stricken by Court. 


JURY’S VERDICT DIRECTED 


Supersedeas Has Been Granted and 
the Case Is To Be Taken to the 
Supreme Court of Georgia 
for Final Settle- 
ment. 


Dr. W. A. Monnish is entitled to a 
permit from the city buflding inspector 
to erect a dwelling on the lot at the cor- 
ner of Peachtree street and Forrest ave- 
nue, 

That was the opinion handed down by 
Judge Lumpkin in the superior court 
yesterday afternoon, and the jury was 
instructed to make a verdict accordingly. 


It may be a long time, however, b°fore 
Dr. Monnish will benefit by yesterdzy’s 
verdict—if he ever does. As soon as the 
verdict wag rendered the city filed an 
application for supersedeas, and it will 
be granted. This will hold the matter 
up for twenty days until the sity can 
prepare and file a bill of exceptions in 
order to take the case up to the supreme 
court. 

It is the intention of the city to fight 
the matter to the bitter end. The case 
was begun before Judge Lumpkin last 
week and was continued yesterday. The 
court struck the answer of the city, 
which was to the effect that the house 
contemplated by Dr. Monnish was to be 
a sanitarium and not a dwelling. The 
young woman who was brought from 
Savannah to be one of the chief witnesses 
for the city was not called to the stand, 
because, after the answer was stricken, 
the city attorney considered that her 
testimony would avail nothing. 

Dr. Monnish asserted that he had no 
intention of building other than a dwell- 
ing, and applied again for a permit. This 
was likewise referred to council and the 
petition was refused. Then Dr. Monnish 
went into court to compel the c:ty build- 
ing inspector to issue the necessary per- 
mit. The first case was thrown out of 
eccurt on a technical point and the case 
dispceed of yesterday was on the second 
petition for mandamug to force the per- 
rit from the city.

About Fifty Members of the League |. 


Met at Judge Hopkins’ House 
Last Night. 


At a meeting of the Fourth Ward 
League, held at the residence of Judgs 
John L. Hopkins last night, resolutions 
were adopted expressing the thanks of 
the citizens of the fourth ward to the 


officials of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 


tric Company for granting certain 
changes in the routes of the street car 
system of the city which affect the res- 
idents of that section. The resolution 
also expressed the hope that the new 
routes would not be altered. 

The reason for last night’s meeting, 
which was attended by fully fifty of the 
best known property owners of the ward, 
was the fact that a protest by the citi- 
zens of Inman Park had been made 
against the contemplated changes—a pro- 
test which is said to have been headed 
by Joel Hurt in a letter to T. J. Cooledge, 
one of the largest eastern stockholders 
of the company. 

The contemplated changes will make 
the Inman Park cars run out Walker 
street to Westview cemetery instead of 
out Whitehall; the Peachtree street cars 
to run out Whitehall instead of Pryor 
street, an@ the Boulevard cars to run 
out Pryor instead of Walker street. It 
was the change in the Inman Park line 
that the objection of Inman Park rési- 
dents was based on. 

The league also adopted _ resolutions 
thanking council for ircluding the Boule- 
vard in the park system of the city, an1 
Councilman Beck for introducing the or- 
dinance which was the means of accom- 
plishing this end. 

Thomas Peters was appointed chairman 
of a committee, which he will select, to 
appear before the charter revision com- 
mission for the purpose of representing 
the fourth ward in the matter of any 
changes which may be made in the 
ward lines of the city.

At the present time the association is 
considering the possibility of having 
such legislation passed by the “next SES - 
sion of the Georgia legislature as will 
prevent the sale of bankrupt stocks in 
bulk. Hon. John M. Slaton was present by 
invitation and explaised several legal 
points to the gentlemen present. A spe- 
cial committee was appointed to draw up 


a bill which will be presented to the Ful- - 


ton county delegation with the request 
for their support before the legislature.

INSURANCE NOTES. | 


Committee Meets Managers Today. 

The committee from the chamber of 
commerce which is investigating the re- 
cent increase in fire insurance ‘rates on 
Atlanta dwellings meets with the insur- 
ance men this morning at 11 o’clock in 
the offices of the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation. This was suggested by Pres- 
ident H. C. Stockdell, of the association, 
his idea being that at the association 
Offices the insurance men have all their 
records in easy access and hence would 
be able to answer all questions of the 
ccmmittee easier than they could in any 
other place. 

It will be remembered that after the 

first meeting of the committee Chairman 
J. R. Gray wrote President Stockdell pro- 
pounding a number of questions as to 
the fire insurance situation in Atlanta. 
In his last letter Chairman Gray stated 
that at the meeting which occurs this 
morning the comniittee would expect 
the insurance men to answer all these 
questions. 
_The insurance men say that they can 
easily prove the recent increase—or, as 
they call it, restoration—entirely justifi- 
able, and they think that after the com- 
mittee has heard from them that it will 
so declare. The insurance men claim 
that’ they are losing money at the old 
rates and that it was simply a question 
of either putting up the rates or refusing 
the business. 

Much interest is felt as to whether or 
not the insurance men will answer the 
questions which the committee hag put 
to them. In none of the correspondence 
which has passed between the commit- 
tee and President Stockdell has he ever 
said that the questions will be answered. 
Seme insurance men say that there are 
one or two questions that will not be 
answered, either because the companies 
ecnsider them private affairs or because 
the information asked cannot be ob- 
tained.

Chicago, April 14.—Operations in the grain 
pits today were quite active and well dis- 
tributed, interesting fluctuations occurring in 
all cereals. Corn, however, was the leader and 
excitement in this commodity ran very high 
at times. In corn there was a scire of shorts 
rure and simple and something of a run- 
away market was the result. Aside from the 
inquiry from shorts there was a demand from 
investment circles, and this caused spirited 
buying, which was freely entered into. Offer- 
ings were meager at the outset, but later in 
the dny, after the excitement subsided, there 
Was a reactionary tendency. Cables were 
strongly responsible, while the cash situation 
was regarded as very firm, the country offer- 
ings amounting to practically nothing and the 
demand from speculators being quite exten- 
sive. However, the export element did very 
little, and advices regarding the weather map 
were bearish, indicating favorable conditions 
for early farm work. The primary movement 
reflected a light accumulation, and clearances 
were small, there was a fair decrease in the 
domestic visib.e supply and world’s statis- 
tics were rather mixed.

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SPICY CARDS ON RACE FOR 
SCHOOL COMMISSIONER 


Editor Censtitution: I have read the 
card by Commissioner Glenn, published 
in your issue of yesterday, defending him- 
self against the charge of illegally issu- 
ifg a state license to R. B. C. Farr, of 
this county. 

As the statements made by the commis- 
sioner refiect upon the county board cf 
educaticn, of which I was a member and 
for a time the presidegt, in that the board 
is represented as denying to an old con- 
federate soldier a #rtate license to which 
he was entitled, and is further grossly 
misleading as to the membership of the 
board, at the time the license was issued, 
I cannot allow the statements to go to the 
public Without at least some of the facts 
accompanying them. 

1. A. &S. Poole, E. 8. Morris and T. P. 
Kimberly, as named by the commission- 
er, were not members of the county board 
of education at the time the license in 
question was issued nor had they been 
for more than eighteen months. Dr. 1. 8. 
Hopkins, W. P. Pattillo and I succeeded 
these gentlemen aa members of the board, 
under the action of the grand jury of 
the county, in May, 189%. Judge John N. 
Fain, ‘the former commissioner for the 
county, had been dead, as I recall, near- 
ly two years. 

2. W. R. B. C. Farr was one of the 
teachers of the county when Dr. Hopkins, 
Mr. Pattillo and I came on the board. 

In the fall of 1897, more than a year af- 
ter we had been members of the board 
of education, the county license of Mr. 
Farr expired, and, as he had not taken 
the regular examination, he was given, 
as is provided by law, a special examina- 
tion, that he might have opportunity to 
have his license renewed, if he so deserved. 
The board did not consider the fact that 
he had been a most worthy confederate 
soldier, nor do I yet think this fact en- 
tered as an element of jitness for license 
as a county teacher. 

8. December 17, 1897, the county board of 
education met, and, on special request of 
Major R. J. Guinn, the county commis- 
sioner, graded Mr. Farr’s examination 
papers themselves Under the _ instruc- 
tions given the board by Stite Schoo! 
Commissioner Glenn, we could not give 
Mr. Farr even a third-grade license. 

4. Without consulting the county board 
of education or the county school com- 
missioner, as organized for nearly two 
years, State School Commissioner Glena 
turned down this action of the county 
board of education, and he seeks now 
to defend his action by publishing the 
names of A. S. Poole, E. 8. Morris and 
T. P. Kimb.rly as members of the beard 
and John N. Fain as the county commis- 
sioner, when neither of these gentlemen 
had been connected with the board for 
about eighteen months or more. This ac- 
tion, I repeat, is so grossly misleading 
that I am rot willing for it to go un- 


challenged. 

6. When information reached the board 
that Commissioner Glenn had issued 
license.to Mr. Farr, the board peremp- 
torily demanded its recall. The commis- 
sioner formally notified the board that 
the Hcense had been recalled. If Mr. 
Farr was not entitled to the license, as 
would appear from this last action, then 
it was illegally issued by the commis- 
gioner. If he was entitled to the license, 
then Mr. Farr was greatly wronged in 
having the license withdrawn, or demand 
made by the board or upcn demand made 
by @ny one else During my term as 
governor of the state and ex-officio presi- 
dem of the state board of education, the 
state board never passed upon the issu- 
ance of a single state license, for the 
reason that the law gives this privilege 
to. the state school con.missioner alone, 
provided that at the same time such

These 
licenses aire issued by every other county 
school commissioner in the state and 
expire by limitation of law in two and 
three years. No gtaduate of the Elam 
Alexander Normal School holds a perma- 
nent’ or life license or any other form 
of license signed by you. 

The licenses issued to the graduates of 
the Elam Alexander Normal School were 
given after examination covering 
practically the same ground as_ the 
regular state examination but embrac- 
ing more subjects and being far more 
rigid and severe. | 

What I meant by the phrase “without 
examination’ was that these graduates 
were not required to appear at my of- 
fice on the date set for the regular ex- 
amination and write answers to the ques- 
tions submitted on that day. 

I had the right to issue these licenses

education and schools. for Bibb county.

HAMMOND’S FATE 
IN JURY'S HANDS 


He Was Singled Out as Slayer of 
Officer DeBray. 


OSCAR DECLARED NOT GUILTY 


Case Went to Jury Shortly After 3 
O’Clock Yesterday — If Verdict 
Is Rendered It Will Be 
Sealed and Turned Over 
to Bailiff. 


The jury in the case of Thomas Ham- 
mond, the negro charged with the murder 
of Office® E. H. DeBray, retired to the 
jury room yesterday afternoon about 6 
o’clock and was instructed that in the 
event a verdict was Yeached during the 
night it be sealed and turned over to the 
bailiff. 

In his charge Judge Candler instructed 
the jury to return a verdict of not guilty 
in the case of Oscar Hammond, who was 
jointly indicted with his brother, Tom, 
as being an accomplice. The state failed 
to produce sufficient evidence to con- 
vict Oscar, and it is altogether probable 
that if Ike Hammond and Jim Erwin, thle 
other negroes said to have been with 
Tom Hammond on ithe night of the kill- 
ing, are ever brought to trial they, too, 
will be released for want of evidence. 

All four of the men were indicted for 
murder, but Tom Hammond was singled 
out as tthe principal. Ike Hammond swore 
that his brother Tom did the shooting 
which resulted in the death of Patrolman 
DeBray. The officer was killed in West 
End a number of months ago. Motorman 
Crenshaw, who was operating the car 
of the Atlanta Raihway and Power Com- 
pany on Gordon street when the killing 
took place, positively identified Tom 
Hammond as the man who carried the 
pistol. 

The trial of the case consumed part of 
the forenoon and the entire afiterrgoon. 
Judge Candler’s chage was a lengthy one 
and covered the case thoroughly. The 
state was represented by Solicitor Gen- 
era) C. D. Hill, while Attorneys J. D. 
Kilpatrick ami J. E. & J. F. McClelland 
and C. B. Reynolds appeared for the 
Hammonds. 

Many Cases Disposed Of. 

During the morning Jurige Candler dis- 
posed of a number of cases. Will Sey- 
more, colored, was sentenced to one year 
in tthe county chaingang for knocking his 
wife on the head. Ella Livingston, color- 
ed, was also sent up for twelve months. 
She was charged with burglary, but plead- 
ed guilty to larcany from the house. 

For entering two rooms at the Kim- 
ball and stealing about $100 worth of 
clothing, George Brown, colored, was 
sent to the penitentiary for five years. 
He pleaded guilty as charged. Walter 
Logan, colored, pleaded guilty to barceny 
after trust, and was sentenced to three 
years in the penitentiary. Will Johnson. 
colored, pleaded guilty to two cases of 
burglary and was sent to-the penitentiary 
for eight. vears—five years in one cage 
‘and three in the other. 

Henry Berry, colored, received the 
heaviest sentence imposed during ihe 
day. He pleaded guilty to knocking a 
man on the head in Morris’ wagon yard 
on Decatur street and of taking $80 in 
gold from his victim’s pocket. He went 
to the penitentiary for fifteen years. The 
maximum in such cases is ttwenty years, 
but the fact that he pleaded guilty was 
in his favor. 

All the cases on the docket will doubt- 
less be disposed of within tne next few 
days. Mrs. Mollie Duncan, who is charged 
with shooting her husband to death, will 
be put upon trial tomorrow, the case 
having been set some days ago. This 
trial promises to be one of the most in- 
terestinie in the history of the courts of 
Fulton county.
